Before proceeding with the review of the financial 
position and presenting my budget proposals for 1959-60, 
I should like to say a few words about the progress gene- 
rally made by our State during the last few years 

Andhra State, as we all know, was first formed m 
October 1953, with modest revenues, a fairly heavy burden 
of public debt and great expectations about the future In 
November 1956, the Slate w..s enlarged by the addition of 
the nine Telangana districts of the erstwhile Hyderabad 
State This reorganisation brought m its wake numerous 
problem, such a<% the evolution of an integrated administra- 
tive set up, unification of laws, procedures* etc , rationalisa- 
tion of the tax structure In the two regions and, above all, 
the creation of a sense of security among the service per* 
sonnel drawn from the erstwhile States of Andnra and 
H\ derabad 

I am glad to say that a number of these problems have 
been satisfactorily solved Except for maintaining separate 
figures of revenue and expenditure for the two regions of 
Andhra and Tefangana as promised by my predecessor and 
required according to the understanding reached before the 
formation of the new State of Andnra Pradesh* the finances 
of the two regions have been fully integrated The relevant 
xules and procedures have also been suitably modified in 
orde r to bring about the requisite uniformity Other 
departments of Government are also actively engaged m 
the pr€paration % and introduction of uniform laws, rules,etc , 
m their respective fields of administration The State Gov- 
ernment have accepted and implemented all the suggestions 
of the Government of India regarding Protections to the 
service personnel from Hyderabad State in the matter of 
conditions of service, such as* emoluments aijd scales of pay,, 
leave, pension, etc A good dpal of precious time was, 
hmmsts spent o& attending to these problems , 
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year 1959-60 

Tiie progress of the Second Fne-Year Plan suffered 
ratherbadly during 1956-57 and also to a cer*ain extent m 
1957-58 The situation however, has improved considera- 
bly during the current year and \*e can now look forward 
confidently to the fulfilment of aU the targets laid down in 
the Plan 

As a result of the yield from the taxation measures 
introdu* ed during the last three years together with the 
grant-m-aid of Rs 4 crores per annum unde Article 275 ( 1) 
of the Constitution granted b\ the Central Government 
under tne award of the Seeoid Finance Commission the 
chronic levenue deficits have now been practically wiped oft, 
and tne financial position of the State is now much stronger 
than what it was about three years back, 

There is, however, no room for complacency and the 
future of tht country as well as th T s State depends entirely 
6n continuous vigilance, hard work and sacrifice I am 
confident that the people of Andhra Pradesh will always 
rise to the occasion and offer tbe«r best m the country's 
-struggle for raising the living standards and laymg the 
foundation for the establishment of a truly welfare State 

Before explaining my budget proposals for 1959-60, I 
shall,as asual,first indicate briefly the position o^the accounts 
for the last year and revised estimates for the current year

On the whole, our performance m the field of taxation 
and borrowing has been quite satisfactory. We have not 
only wiped off the old accumulated deficits but are now in 
the happy pos t tion of providing from the State's own re- 
sources necessary funds for a Plan Ouriay of Rs 35 crores 
as against the original Plan of Rs 30 02 crores for 1958-59. 

While the State's contribution to the resources for the 
annual plans has risen from year to year during the last 3 
years* the Central assistance m the shape of Joans and 
grants for the State Plan has remained practically stationary 
at abou* Rs 19 to 20 crores per annum According to the 
present estimates, we expect to raise about Rs 15 92 crores 
for the Plan Outlay m 1959-60, while Centre's contribution 
would be Rs 19 00 crores To this should be added Rs 3 50 
«rores representing the effective opening cash balance on 
1st April 1959* The total resources in sight for the next 
year's Plan are thus Rs 3842 crores.

constitution of Panchayat Samithis and Zilla Panshads all 
over the State and is now before the Joint Select Committee 
The Bill when it emerges from the Select Committee is 
expected to constitute an important landmark in the history 
of democrat sation of administration diid ensure quick and 
efficient execution of all works taken up by Local Bodies 

The Programme of Local Development works was 
continued during 1958-59 with a Cental aid of Rs 5535 
lakhs For the next year, however the Go\ernment of 
India have suggested that it should be confined only to 
provision for drinking water supply in rural areas. 

One village in each district has been chosen to imple- 
ment the Scheme **A Plan for each family" and one 
trained village level worker has been put in exclusive charge 
of this village to try the individual family approach and 
prepare a realistic plan for each family It is hoped that 
the experience gained m this gpilot scheme will help In 
evolving better methods and adopting them on an extensive 
scale 

Road Transport Corporation 

The Andhra Pradesh State Road Transport Corpora- 
tion which was set up as an autonomous Corporation on 
the llf&t January 1958 took over the working of the State 
Road Transport Department On the basis of the book 
value of the assets in the shape of lands ^ and buildings 
* vehicles #nd stores, less depreciation and nubilities to out- 
siders, its capital at^cfeargfe on the 11th January 1958 faa& 
been provisionally j6&ed m Rs f 199 tirtteR Sum? thm the 
State ©dvernmeml h&s tether contributed R$ 49 lakhs to 
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the caprtal of the Corporation and a provision of Rs 29 83 
lakhs is being made for this purpose, m the next year's 
budget The Government of India have alsi agreed to 
provide one-foiirth of the capital of the Corporation In 
the current yeaiy they have sanctioned Rs 50 lakhs ab part 
payment towards their share of the caprtal and are expected 
to make further contributions during the coming year 

The Corporation took ovei from the R T D a fleet of 
549 buses to *h:ch it has already added 100 new buses and 
orders fot another 100 new buses aie unc'er execution, 

Following the Government's decisioti to nationalise the 
road transport m the Andhra area, the Corporation took 
over afw routes m t**e Krishna district with effect f^ora 
1st April 1958 and is now rendering very satisfaton service 
on trese routes 

During 1959-60 the Corporation proposes io purchase 
200 additional buses at an estimated cost of Rs 1 crore 
and to build depots at Eluru and Guotur m addition to 
completing the construction of bus depots at Vyayawada, 
Masallpatnam and Secimderabad now m progress

demand is met There is at present bo factory in the Sta*e 
oroducmg nitrogenous fertilizers, although the State 
provi jes all the conditions necessary for setting up such a 
factorv The State Government has therefore prepared a 
scheme for setting up a lar^e factory for the manufacture 
of fertilizers which is estimated to cost about Rs 25 crores 
Nearly 50% of this amount would be foreign exchange
